Tho Sixty-fourth General Assembly 
m eets amid circumstances the most 
propitious. 
For a considerable period 
cf years the state has been in the 
full enjoyment of a la m e measure of 
material prosperity. 
The past decade 
has been character;/.od in indiana by 
an unparalleled growth in industrial 
Interests; bv a ’vast increase in farm 
values: by 
unprecedented 
develop 
rnent of means of tran sportati on and 
in tercommunication; by the discovery 
aud exploitation of natural resourc es 
rivaling in extent and surpassing in 
rem edial m e a s u re s to th e plague of 
variety those of ane other state in the 
Union. 
The progress of the state has 
not been confines! to material develop 
ment; we have kept pac*1 with the 
most advanced among our American 
com m onwealths in almost every phase 
of activity which has claimed the at­ 
tention of states in the light of a 
broadening conception of the state’s 
duty toward its citizenship.
